Charlottesville. Va., September 20.—John 
Armstrong Chanler, the divorced husband 
of Amelie Rives, now Princess Troubet- 
sky, and who has been lost for nearly @ 
year, many of his friends thinking he 
was dead, arrived in this city this morn- 
ing on’ the Southern train from Lynch- 
burg, where he had heen stopping ai the 
Arlington hotel for six weeks. He was 
met at the train and driven to the resi- 
dence of his’ friend and counsel, Captain 
Micajah Woods. After a brief consulta- 
tion, Mr. Chanler and Captain Woods 
took the train for Louisa court house to 
attend the circuit court for appearance 
in a civil proceeding, it is said, in behalf 
of Mr. Chanler, with reference to certain 
property in Louisa county in which he ig 
interested. His attorneys are stated to be 
Senator Daniel and his law partner, 
Frederick Harfer, of Lynchburg; Micajah 
Woods, commonwealth’s attorney for Al- 
bemarle county, Charlottesville; Armi- 
stead C. Gordon, city attorney of Staun- 
ton, and Augustus Van Wyck, of New 
York. These, it is said, have, with Mr. 
Chanler’s approval, given out therfollow- 
ing statement: 

“On the 13th of March, 1897, Mr. Chan- 
ler, then a citizen of Albemarle county, 


Virginia, visiting in New York, was com- 
mitted to Bloomingdale asylum at White 


Plains, N. Y., on an order of a judge of 
the supreme court of that state. 


“On Thanksgiving evening, 1900; afte 


numerous ‘fruitless efforts to secure legal 
counsel, having managed to borrow from 
a friend a few dollars, he escaped from 
ithe asylum and went to Philadelphia. 
There, under the guise of 
pepresentitk #& CHent, 
case to a distinguished nétirologist, "Dx Fi 
Madison Tayler, and. upon Dr. Taylor's’: 
expressions of willingness to assume 
charge of hig client, he disclosed ~his 
identity. 

“In order ‘to afford Dr. Taylor ample 
time and opportunity for observation, Mr. 
Chanler, of his own motion and without 
rompulsion, repaired to a private sani- 
carilum in Philadelphia under the charge 
of Dr. Taylor and remained there for six 
months. 

‘During this time a gumber of eminent 

- alienists, neurologists’ and psychologists 
were called in consultation by Dr. Taylor 
and the records of. the proceedings dis- 
close the unanimous opinion of all the 
experts as to Mr. Chanler’s sanity. 

“Later, having placed himself {n touch 
with his counsel by correspondence. he 
came to Virginia and lived at Lynchburg 
up to September 20, when he returned 
to his home county of Albemarle, where 
he now is and where proceedings will be 
instituted under the Virginia statutes to 

demonstrate before a court of competent 
jurisdiction and in an affirmative -man- 
ner his entire sanity.’’ 


INDIANS OBJECT TO WHITES. 


Don’t Want Them To Settle on the 
Oklahoma Lands. 

Guthrie, Okla., September 20.—Lone 
Wolf, principal chief of the Kiowa In- 
dians; Eshite, principal chief of the Co- 
manche Indians, and seven other Indians 
representing the Kiowa-Comanche-Apache 
federation, today appealed to the Okla- 
hema supreme court for a’ temporary 
injunction to prevent the settlement by 
whites of the lands recently opened in 
Oklahoma and petitioning to be restored 
to all their rights. They name as de- 
fendants ex-Governor W. A. Richards, 
who conducted the land opening, and the 
registers and receivers of the El Reno 
and Lawton land offices. Their petition 
was refused by Judge Irwin, in the Ca- 
nadian cqunty district court, on August 
9. and they appealed from his decision. 


LOST BOY DIES OF FRIGHT. 


In a Swamp Body of Little Fellow 
Was Found. 

Menominee, Wis., September 20.—The 
lifeless body of the 38-year-old son of 
Andrew Craigness, of this city, was 
found in a swamp, 3 miles from here, 
where he had wandered and perished 
from exposure, fatigue and fright. 

He went into the wocds on Tuesday 
afternoon with two older boys, and when 
night came he could not be found. A 
searching party numbering over 200 was 
formed, and the adjacent country was 
scoured, without success. Worn out 
with fatigue. a new party of over 300 
was formed Wednesday, which renewed 
the search with increased determination. 

Wilscn creck was dragged for 2 miles, 
and every farm house within 5 miles of 
the city was visited. . The news spread 
through the city and the excitement in- 
creased so that when night came a fresh 
party of over 400 was ready to resume the 
search. They were formed in long 
lines and aided by lanterns they paralleled 
the woods and swamps, walking about 
the woods. The search was continued at 
daylight. Deep in the swamp the body 
of the little fellow was found. His 
tear-stained face and bruised body 
showed signs of great suffering from 
fright and pain.

In the mean- 
time a committee will wait upon Man- 
ager J. H. Phillips, of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict of the combine, and request that 
he withdraw his stipulation that the Star, 
Demmler and Monongahela tin millg be 
operated on the Monessen system, which 
they claim means a heavy reduction 
in wages. If Manager Phillips will make 
this concession they say they will return 
to work and postpone their intention to 
form a separate organization and continue 
the fight with the tin plants. 

At McKeesport all the plants but one 
rolling mill, where the mills insist upon 
recognition, were running, since the strike 
is regarded as a memory.

New President Takes Charge 
of the: Ship of 
‘State. 


MEMBERS OF CABINET 
MEET AT WHITE HOUSE 


Will Resign in a Few Months. 
Cabinet Members Express 
Their Confidence in 
Roosevelt. 


Washington, September 20.—After a sus- 
pension of three days as a mark of re- 
spect to the dead president, the business 
of the government at Washington was re- 
sumed today. The train bearing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the members of his 
‘cabinet arrived at the Pennsylvania sta- 
tom, at 9720. o’cloek.’ and. fifteen, minutes 
Mater the "President eiitered ’the white 


proceéded to the cabinet room, where 
President McKinley was wont. to do the 
greater part of his work. When the new 
chief executive reached the white house 
he walked briskly to the big front door 
which swung wide open. He spoke pleas- 
antly as he passed to the watchmen and 
other employees of the mansion, and 
reaching his office, was joined almost im- 
mediately by Secretary Long, who did 
not go to Canton to take part in the 
funeral ceremonies. 

The: president former's secretary, Mr. 
Loeb, Jr., will remain probably as as- 
sistant secretary. Mr. Cortelyou, at the 
president’s earnest request, will retain 
his position: as his secretary. 

At 11 o’clock all of the members of the 
cabinet had arrived at the white house 
and soon were seated around the familiar 
table. President Roosevelt occupied a 
seat at its head and in the chair long 
occupied by President McKinley. 

Nearly all of the members of the pres- 
ent cabinet are quite sure to remain dur- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt’s term, but it is very 
probably that Secretary Long will re- 
tires within the next few months. He 
feels that he can resign without embar- 
rassment to Mr. Roosevelt and therefore 
it is thought that within the next few 
months he will ask the president to per- 
mit him to retire to private life. 

The cabinet was in session about an 
hour and a half, all of the time being 
spent in a general review of the more im- 
portant questions which will require the 
attention of the new president. All of the 
members were present except Attorney 
General Knox, who stopped for a few 
days in Pittsburg. Each member explain- 
ed to the president the policy which had 
been followed in dealing with the matters 
under consideration and their present 
status. No new business was taken up. 
Members subsequently expressed them- 
selves as having full confidence in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s ability to give the country a 
strong, able and conservative administra- 
tion, and he will have their loyal support 
to the same degree as they gave it to the 
late president. 


WOOD AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Cuban Governor Has Conference 
with President Roosevelt. 
Washington, September 20.—After the 
cabinet meeting today the president, Sec- 
retary Root and General Leonard Wood, 
governor general of Cuba, had a long 

conference at the white house. 

The discussion related to Cuban affairs. 
more particularly to the new electoral 
law adopted by the Cuban constitutional 
convention. General Wood had a copy 
of the law and its provisions were con- 
sidered carefully, especially certain feat- 
ures which General Wood considers un- 
satisfactory. 

The principal objections are its pro- 
visions for too frequent elections. It is 
believed that so many campaigns will not 
be in the interest of peace and quiet in 
the island. 

It is expected that one of the results 
of General Wood's visit to Washington 
will be the issuance of orders soon mak- 
ing reductions in certain cases of the 
Cuban tariff, of which the most impor- 
taunt will be on sugar machinery and ma- 
terials for railroad building. Anticipat- 
ing changes in the Cuban tariff import- 
ers have withheld shipments. It having 
been definitely determined that no gen- 
eral revisicn of the ,tariff will be made 
until the Cuban government is formed. 
the special reductions will be made by 
the war department. 


Bell Is Made a Brigadier. 

Washington, September 20.—The presi- 
dent has appointed Colonel James M. 
Bell, Eighth cavalry, and president of 
the military board of review, to be a 
brigadier general, vice Brigadier General 
Ludlow, deceased.

Court Precipitated Question by Ask- 
ing Higginson for His ‘'Opin- 
ion’? — Higginson, Wood, 
Chester and Baker 
Give Evidence.

Washington, September 20.—The Schley 
court of inquiry reeonvened today ane 
before adjournment examined four wit- 
nesses. The most Important incident of 
the day was the decision of the court 
withdrawing a question, put by the court 
itself, asking a witness to give his opin- 
ion concerning a pomt in controversy. 

The witness was Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son, who participated in the Santiago 
campaign as captain of the wattleship 
Massachusetts. This vessel at one time 
was a part of the flying squadron com- 
manded by Commodore Schley, and the 
court asked him to state whether all pos- 
sible measures were taken to capture or 
destroy the Spanish vessel Cristobal Co- 
lon as it lay in Santiago harbor from 
May 29 to June 1, 1898. 

Counsel for Admirai Schley objected 
to the question on the ground that a re- 
ply would involve an opinion and not a 
statement of fact. Judge Advocate Lem- 
ly admitted that the precedents were 
against questions of this character, and 
the court withdrew -the interrogatory. 

It is generally admisted that this deci- 
sion will have the«effect of materially 
shortening the term-of the court, as will 
also the court’s maaifest intention to 
cut. out irrelevant questions anu all hear- 
say testimony. In several cases the wit- 
nesses were admenpished to relate only 
events coming within their own observa- 
tion. Admiral Dewey showed himself a 
prompt and methodical presiding officer. 
He called the comme ‘order exactly at 
the designated hour d-adjourned it just 
as promptly at 4 @elck.

NO ‘OBJECTION :TO BAMSAY 

The court was called to order by a sim- 
ple word from Admiral Dewey. The first 
order of business was the reading by 
Judge Advocate Lemly of the order of 
the navy department appointing Rear Ad- 
miral Ramsay to a place on the-court in 
place ‘of Rear Admiral Howison, and 
when this was accomplished, Captain 
Lemly turned to Admiral Schley and 
asked him whether he had objection to 
urge against any member of the court. 
The admiral arose as this question was 
asked and replied, ‘I have not.” 

The’ judge advocate then swore the 
members of the court collectively and 
was in turn sworn in as judge advocate. 
The court then retired for consultation. 
The withdrawal was for the purpose of 
discussing the methods of procedure. 

At 11 o’clock the court returned from 
its consultation. Judge Advocate Lem- 
ly, addressing Admiral Schley as ‘the 
applicant,’’ asked if he had any sugges- 
tions to make as to the method of pro- 
ceeding, whether he had something to of- 
rer or desired that he (Lemly) proceed. 
The admigal responded with a nod of the 
head and move of the hand, “‘Go ahead.”’ 

Mr. Lemly then presented the report 
of the bureau of navigation for 1898 a hy- 
drographic chart of the West Indies and 
adjacent seas and other charts. He 
stated explicitly that they were intro- 
duced not as téstimony, but as books 
of reference. 

“Will they preclude the tntroduction of 
original documents ?”’ Judge Wilson 
asked. 

“Not at all,’’ was the reply. “On the 
contrary, we shall destre to introduce 
the original document when opportunity 
offers.”’ 

Admiral Higginson, commander in chief 
of the north Atlantic squadron, was the 
first witness called. He said he had, as 
captain, commanded the.battleship Mas- 
sachusetts during the Spanish war and 
for a part of the time the Massachusetts 
had been a part of the fiying squadron, 
of which ‘Admiral Schley had been com- 
mander. The squadron arrived at Cien- 
fuegos May 22. 

‘What was then done to secure com- 
munication with the Cuban forces on 
shore?’’ Captain Lemly asked. 

NOT IMPOSSIBLE TO COAL, | 
ACCORDING TO HIGGINSON 

“Nothing, to my knowledge,’’ the wit- 
ness replied. ‘I did not see that any- 
thing was done, but I understood that 
information concerning the Cubans was 
received through Captain McCalla.”’ 

Admiral Higginson said in response to 
questions that this was later. In reply 
to questions, he said that the Massachu- 
setts, on arriving at Santiago, had taken 
on about 139 tons of coal, but that as the 
weather was rough this was done with 
difficulty. 

The witness also told of the fleet’s 
leaving Santiago for Key West on the 
night of its arrival at the former place 
and how after steaming westward. for 
some time’ the vessels, in response to 
Commodore Schley’s signals, returned 
and steamed to within 2 or 3 miles of the 
mouth of the harbor. 

‘What happened to cause the decision 
to return to Key West?’ the witness was 
asked. 

“Tt don’t know,” was the reply. 

‘What was the condition of the weath- 


‘or at the time for coaling at sea?’ 


“It was not impossible to coal, I think.’ 

‘Did you have any conference with the 
commanding officer in regard to return 
ing to Santiago after you had started 
on the way to Key West?” 

“None. - We acted under general or- 
ders. All we did was to follow the sig- 
nals of the flagship—the signals of the 
commander in chief.”’ 

Speaking of the conditions when Santi- 
ago harbor was again reached, the ad- 
miral said he could see well into the 
harbor and that he saw the Spanish ship 
Colon lying in the outer harbor. 

Describing the engagement with the Co- 
lon, Admiral Higginson said that Ad- 
miral Schley had come aboard and ,said 
that he wanted ‘‘to go in and fire on the 
Colon.”’ 

“So we went in and fired on her,’ con- 
tinued the witness. 
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REAR ADMIRAL SCHLEY. 
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fell short of the Colon and that the 
Spanish shore batteries had in turn fired 
at the bombarding ships. 

In reply to questions as to what had 
been accomplished by the bombardment, 
the witness replied that it had served to 
tery and to give an idea of what it was 
composed of. 

“What idea did you get of its composi- 
tion? ed 

“I did not think it amounted to any- 
thing.” 

“Where was hate) 
the bombardment?” 

“At one time he was with me in the 
conning tower, but most of the time he 
was on the outside of it. I was near him 
most of the time.’’ 


DISAGREEABLE QUESTION 
IS PRESSED BY LEMLY 


‘Describe the admirai’s manner in this 
engagement.”’ 

‘T hardly know how to answer that 
question except to say that his manner 
was that of a commander in chief.’’ 

The judge advocate then asked: 

“What impression did the admiral’s 
manner in that engagement make upon 
you?”

Raynor, of counsel for Admiral 
Schley, objected to this question, and af- 
ter some contention the question was 
withdrawn. Judge Advocate Lemly asked, 
before the question was withdrawn, that 
he considered the point as embracing 
the precept and said that, while the task 
was a disagreeable one, he considered it 
his duty to press it, and intimated that 
he would do so at another time. 

“Why did you not go in and destroy 
the Colon in the engagement ¢n May 
31?”’ Judge Advocate Lemly asked the 
witness. 

‘‘Because we were not ordered to do 
so,’’ replied the witness. 

Later on the witnessed volunteered the 
statement: “T think the Colon could 
have been destroyed where she lay at 
anchor that day.” 

Admiral Higginson stated in reply to 
questions from Captain Lemly that there 
were no written orders and so far as he 
could recall, the only verbal orders were 
to “‘go in.”’ 

Captain Lemly announced that he had 
no further questicns to ask of Admiral 
Higginson and counsel for Admiral 
Schley stated that they had no question 
to put. It was then stated by Captain 
Lemly that the court had some questions 
of its own to ask. 

These were written, and the first was 
concerning the elevation of the guns dur- 
ing the bombardment of the Colon on 
May 31.. The reply was that at first they 
were 7,800 feet and latterly 9,000 feet. The 
next question was as to whether ‘‘there 
was any place of shelter near Santiago 
where the ‘flying squadron’ could have 
coaled after its arrival at Santiago.”’ 

Admiral Higginson replied that Guan- 
tanamo was only 40 miles to the east. 
rhe third question, coming as it did, 


from the court, created something of a 
sensation which was added to by the re- 
ply. The question was: 

“Was every effort made by Admiral 
Schley to destroy or capture the Spanisn 
steamer Colon as she lay at anchor in 
the harbor at Santiago between the 27th 
and 38ist of May?’ 

ATTORNEYS FOR SCHLEY 
CHORUS THEIR OBJECTIONS 

“Object!"’ Object!’ Object!’ came from 
each of Admiral Schley’s counsel, but 
before a halt could be called the witness 
had replied: 

*‘No, I don’t think it was.” 

Tne question and the reply led to a 
legal controversy. Judge Wilson and Mr. 
Raynor both gave reasons for their ob- 
jections. They contended that the ques- 
tidn called for the opinion of the witness, 
whereas only facts were admissible. 

Mr. Raynor asked: ‘‘May I ask the 
court if, according to the method of pro- 
cedure here, the court has ruled that we 
are not at liberty to object to any ques- 
tion at all that may be asked?’ 

To this Admiral Dewey replied: 

“While this court is ordered to investi- 
gate all the facts, we have the right to 
ask any question that will bring out the 
facts. One of the charges against Ad- 
miral Schley is whether or not every ef- 
fort incumbent upon the commanding 
officer of the fleet under such circum- 
Stances was made by Commodore Schley 
to capture or destroy the Spanish cruiser 
Colon as she lay at anchor in the en- 
trance to Santiago harbor, May 27 to 31, 
inclusive. We have asked that question, 
and we have his (Admiral Higginson’s) 
opinion. Tnis court, by the precept, is 
obliged to give an opinion upon the.con- 
clusion of the investigation. Now, in 
the opinion of the court, and in order to 
form our opinion, we wanted Admiral 
Higginson’s opinion on that subject.’’ 

Judge Wilson—I understand that pre- 
cept, reading it through from end to end, 
to be simply this, that there shall be an 
investigation to get at the facts. And 
when you have got at the facts then 
you express your opinion, but you are 
not: called upon, and I must respectfully 
submit, are not permitted to take some- 
body else’s opinion. In other words, the 
precept don’t call for anybody's opinion 
except the opinion of this honorable 
court.

weight of authority was against asking 
the opinion of a witness.’ 

The court then withdrew its question. 

Captain Chester related an interview he 
had had with Admiral Schley on board 
the Brooklyn off the south coast of Cuba 
on May 20, 1898. He had told the admiral 
that from his examination of the charts 
he believed coaling feasible, but he 
thought it would be done under great dis- 
advantages. He had expressed the opin- 
ion that boats might be used or that a 
more secure point might be gained under 
the lees 30 miles to eastward. 

Major Thomas N. Wood, of the marine 
corps, who commanded the marine force 
on the Massachusetts during the Spanish 
war, testified to the circumstances’ con- 
nected with that vessel's operations dur- 
ing the siege of Santiago. He said that 
the second day after Santiago bay was 
reached by the “Flving Squadron” he had 
seen the Cristobal Colon lying inside the 
harbor: that there was at that time an- 
other Spanish vessel of the Viscaya claas 
partly visible. He thought both were In 
view for three or four davs. The witness 
also said t..at when Admiral Schley had 
come aboard the Massachusetts previous 
to the bombardment of the-.Colon, on 
'May 31, he had heard that officer say to 
| Captain Higginson: “‘We are going in. 
but we will not go in sufficiently near to 
endanger the vessels.”” He had been told 
that the distance was to be 10,000 yards. 
WOOD INTIMATES SCHLEY 

DIDN’T LIKE SPANISH FIRE 

After the bombardment ceased, Major 
Wood said, the’ Spanish shore batteries 
continued to fire at the American ships.

Mr. Hanna, who conducted the exam- 
ination of this witness, asked him partic- 
ularly concerning the trip from Santiago 
toward Key West, when the squadron 
started for the latter place in order to 
coal. 

He said that no effort had been mad 
on the 26th, the day of the arrival off 
Santiago, to coal ship. The sea was 
somewhat rough, but the witness ex- 
pressed the opinion that the coaling couid 
have been accomplished. He had suc- 
ceeded in that operation at Tortugas, 
when the water was equally rough.

LOOP OF THE BROOKLYN 

NOT SEEN BY MAN ON TEXAS 


Asked concerning his knowledge of the 
Brooklyn's loop during the battle off 
Santiago, the witness said he did not 
see the loop made. He said, in reply to 
questions, that the blockade was main- 
tained by the vessels steaming in column 
back and forth in front of the mouth of 
the harbor at a distance of from seven 
to ten miles out, the greater distance 
being that maintained at night. 

At this distance there was no difficulty 
in.seeing the shore during the daytime 
and on clear nights, but when the weath- 
er was bad it was difficult to see the 
shore in the daytime and sometimes un- 
der those circumstances impossible to see 
it at night. 

Captain Harber volunteered the state- 
ment that on May 27, before the new sup- 
ply of coal was taken on the Texas, there 
were about 400 tons of that fuel on the 
vessel. 

Recurring to the Brooklyn, he said he 
had seen that vessel immediately after 
it had executed the loop, when it was on 
the port bow of the Texas about 800 feet 
distant. 

The Texas was not then moving at her 
full speed, because the Oregon was pass- 


ing her. If the Texas at that time back- . 


ed or stopped he was not aware of the 
circumstance. 

At this point the court adjourned, 
promptly at 4 o'clock, until 11 o'clock to- 
morrow.

It is unsatisfactory and for the most 
part bad in the Ural provinces and the 
Volga valley.

In Poland it is enerally good. 

In the remaindér of the country it is 
satisfactory. -. 

The quality fs generally roor, excepting 
in the southwest.

ANOTHER VICTORY FOR BOERS 


they Take Company of Infantry and 
Two Guns. 

London, September 20.—Lord Kitchener 
reports that the Boers have captured a 
company of mounted infantry and two 
guns at Vliakfontein.

Berlin, September 20.—The Kreuz Zei- 
tung publishes an article of obvious ten- 
dency on ‘‘American Competition in the 
World Market.”’ It says: 

“Undoubtedly the American protective 
tariff has proved most advantageous to 
the economical deliverarce of the new 
world from the old. The United States 
increased its total exports from 835,000,000 
marks in 1870, to 1,394,000,000 marks in 
1900, while their imports increased only 
from 667,000,000 marks to 849,000,000 marks.

In order 
to ascertain definitely, she compelled the 
gunboats to show their flags, which 
proved to be Venezuelan. Later, during 
the same day, the Colombian gunboat 
General Pinzon arrived on the scene, 
whereupon the Suchet, according to the 
Story of the Venezuelans, placed herself 
between the Genera] Pinzon and the Ven- 
ezuelan gunboats, thus preventing an 
exchange of shots. Shortly after this, 
the General Pinzon steamed away. 

About noon the same day the Venez- 
uelan gunboat showed no intention to 
molest her. but they were apparently anx- 
ious to attack the Colombian on the 
shore who were landed there from the 
Alexandre Bixio. The Venezuelans says 
the Suchet placed herself between their 
gunboats and the Colombians during the 
landing. 

France is generally supposed to be 
friendly to Colombia because of canal 
cancessions, and not especially friendly to 
Venezuela because of difficulties over cer- 
tain French claims which resulted in the 
withdrawal of the French minister from 
Caracas in 1856. 

The steamer Philadelphia, which arrived 
here today en route for New York, brings 
advices from Caracas that the hearing 
before the Venezuelan supreme court of 
the case of the Warner-Quinlan syndi- 
cate against the New York and Bermudez 
company for a determination of the title 
to the Felicidad asphalt lake was re- 
sumed September 16. Dr. Bruzueal, coun- 
sel at Caracas for the New York and 
Bermudez company in the present litiga- 
tion, was thrown.into jail last month 
by the Venezuelan authorities, who pre- 
tended that the arrest was nade on po- 
litical grounds. He disclaimed all know]l- 
edge of the reason for being taken into 
custody and declared that he was not 
concerned in politics in any way. Upon 
the recommendation of his physician he 
was removed from the jail to the hospital] 
in Caracas, where the New York and Ber- 
mudez company had access to him for 
legal advice, and the case was resumed 
Monday under his direction. 

On Wednesday, however, Dr. Bruzuea 
was again arrested and conveyed from 
the hospital to the jail, where he is in- 
accessible to his clients.

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ODD FELLOWS’ SECRET WORK. 


An Important Step Taken by the 
Grand Lodge. 
Indianapolis, September 20.—A step that 
is regarded as the most important ever 
taken as to secret work of Odd Fell@w- 
ship was recorded today, when the sov- 
ereign grand lodge, the supreme body, 
voted to allow duplicate copies of the 
secret work of the order to be made. At 
every session for twenty years or more 
an attempt has been made to this end, 
but until today every attempt has failed. 
Since the founding of Odd Fellowship 
there had been only one copy of the se- 
cret work of the order. This is not print- 
ed, but is stamped on parchment. It is 
kept by a guardian specially appointed 
for that purpose. No one is allowed toa 
cast his eyes on it unless that one is af 
officer cr a grand representative in the 
sovereign grand lodge. During the ses- 
sion of the supreme body in this city the 
copy of the secret work has been kept in 
a’ room under the watchful eyes of the 
two guardians. ‘The resolution adopted 
} today provides that each state jurisdic- 
) tion shall receive one copy of the secret 
work. No additional copies will be made, 
Each state and each lodge now has the 
ritualistic work, which is secret also, but 
the signs and some other secrets not 
mentioned are never given except by 

word of mouth. 

There was a long and spirHed discus- 
sion over the resolution, its adoption hav- 
ing been stubbornly opposed by many 
of the prominent representatives. Strong 
speeches were made in its favor, howev- 
er, and on the vote the resolution was 
carried by a good majority. Those who 
opposed the resolution held there was 
great likelihood of the secret work be- 
coming known if it was scattered among 
the different state jurisdictions. 

The special committee appointed by the 
grand lodge to investigate the advisabil- 
ity of establishing an Odd Fellows sani- 
tarium at Hot Springs, Ark., prepared a 
report recommending that the whole mat- 
ter be carried over until the next meet- 
ing of the supreme body. 

The sovereign grand lodge has accepted 
the resignation of Herman Block, spe- 
cial deputy grand sire at Holstein. 


No Cases Were Tried.

Seemed To Enjoy Very 
Much — French Premier 
in Conference with 
the Emperor. 


Compiegne, September - 2.—Emperor 
Nicholas exercised the prerogative of ai 
autocrat today and kept President Lou- 
bet and all the French occhpants of thé 
Chateau. Comptegne” marking: time the 
whole morning until he had signified his 
desires. It was fully expected‘ thyit he 
would drive to Pierrefonds and visit the 
castle, and ‘that afterwards he would go 
shooting in the great park attached to 
the Chateau Compiegne. All the arrange- 
ments had been made and 500 pheasants 
were last evening let loose in the covers. 
But he did nothing of the kind. 

His majesty remained in his apartments 
after breakfast quietly until 10 o'clock, 
when he took a short promenade in the 
gardens with the czarina. 

The emperor had a long interview with 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the French pre- 
mier, It lasted at least two hours. Count 
Lamsdorff, the Russian foreign minister, 
also conferred with M. Delcasse, the 
French minister of foreign affairs. It is 
whispered that the principal subject of 
the two interviews was the commercial 
relations between France and Russia. 

After giving it to be understood that 
he would arrive at Pierrefonds, the czar 
left {he chateau with the czarina in a 
victoria at 3 o'clock with no escort except 
a few detectives on bicycles, who kept 
discreetly in the background, thus giving 
him the illusion of a private drive and 
the life of an ordinary mortal. 

Guards Are Everywhere. 

The entire outer circle of the park was 
patroled by cuirassers, while every few 
yards along the palisade inclosing thé 
park were stationed foot soldiers with 
fixed bayonets. Numerous detectives were 
Ridden in the woods. In order to test 
the measures taken to safeguard his ma- 
jesty’s person during the drive five detec- 
tives were instructed to attempt to enter 
the park last evening under cover of 
darkness. In every case they were cap- 
tured before getting inside the chateau 
zardens. 

The emperor changed his route quite 
unexpectedly, and instead of proceeding 
to Pierrefonds, took a short drive tn the 
village of Beauxmonts, returning to the 
Chateau Complegne at 5 o'clock. 

In the meantime crowds assembled in 
the streets of Pierrefonds awaiting his 
expected arrival. The streets were gaily 
decorated by the local authorities. Ex- 
pectation, however, was deésilhed to be 
disappointed. ‘The route was kept free of 
traffic by gendarmes, but all to no pur: 
pose. 

Compiegne did not see the czar, but 
enjoyed a pleasant surprise visit to the 
town hall from M. Loubet. The mnner 
in which the visit was conducted was one 


| of those charming touches that endear 
| M. Loubet to the French people. 


All ceremony was absolutely excluded 
and the whole proceedings were carried 
out in the most informal fashion. M. 
Loubet chatted cordially with the mayor 
and councillors, making joking remarks 
and asking questions regarding the an- 
tiquities and paintings in the municipal 
collection. Finally he said a kind word 
to the daughter of the janitor as he left 
the building. / 

Two interesting incidents of the day 
were the reception by Emperor Nicholas 
of General De Boisdeffre, former chief 
of the French staff, and the baptism of 
tne infant son of the Count de Montebel- 
lo, French ambassador to Russia. The 
meeting was based on a purely personal 
acquaintance and had no political signifi- 
cance. General De Boisdeffre was chief 
of the French staff during the previous 
visit of the czar and gained the friend- 
ship of the father of Nicholas whil4 
French ambassador in St. Petersburg. 

Czar Sees the Ballet. 

The crowning feature of the day’s 
events was the gala performance in the 
Chateau theater, which followed a grand 
banquet in the famous hall of columns, 
at which the members of the French cab- 
inet, the officers of the senate and cham- 
ber of deputies and leading members of 
the suite or the czar and M. Loubet wers 
present. 

M. Loubet entered the thester at 9:15 
with the czarina on his arm, Emperor 
Nicholas following with Mme.  Loubet. 
The orchestra intoned the “Marsetilaise’’ 
and the Russian hymn. The audience 
stood as the heads of the two powers ad- 
vanced to the front and took their seats 
in the presidentia] box. 

The programme began with verses of 
homage to the czar written by M. Ros- 
tand and recited by Mme. Bartet, of the 
Comedie Francaise, the leading members 
of which participated in two acts of Al- 
fred de Musset's witty comedy, “) Na 
Faut Jurer de Rien.” Sarabands and 
minuets execut2d by the corps de ballet 
of the grand opera concluded the per- 
formance. : 

Emperor Nicholas laughed heartily at 
the brilliant sallies of the comedy and 
‘ed the applause, clapping his hands 
slowly. He appeared to enjoy the enter- 
tainment thoroughly. 

The upper gallery of the theater was 
cecupied sclely by secret police, who were 
masked behind a rampart of palms and 
10Wwers, 

The czar and czarina took their leave of 
Fresident and Mme. Leubet and retired 
to their apartments immediately after 
the conclusion of the performance, as all 
must ris2 early tomorrow in ordcr to 
leave by the $ o’clock train for the re- 
view at Betheny. 

Paris Was Disappointed. 

Paris, September 20.—Throughout the 
afternoon crowds of Parisians lined the 
Rue Lafayette and other thoroughfares 
leading to the northern station in the 
confident expectation that Emperor Nich- 
elas would visit the capital today, Many 
late comers offered to buy the places of 
those who had arrived earlier. The, steps 
of churches and other points of vantage 
were utilized. 

A large crowd also gathered at the en- 
trance to the cemetery of Pere La Chaise, 
as, according to certain papers, the czar 
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Catarr.

HE DIED OF STRANGULATION. 


Brown Was Executed at Ashville, 
Ala., at Noon Yesterday. 


Ashville, Ala., September 20,.—Jim 
Brown, the negro rapist, was hanged fn 
the jail here at 12:08 o'clock this after- 
noon. The hanging was conducted oy the 
deputy sheriffs and Colonel E. L. Higdon, 
of the Third regiment, as Sheriff North 
is under arrest on a charge of murder for 
his part in the jail riot a month ago, 
when he prevented the lynching of Brown. 

Brown repudiated his former confession. 
He died of strangulation. 

Brown was convicted on August 2% of 
criminal assault upon the person of Pliss 
Dell Garrett, a prominent voung lady of 
Springvijle, St. Clair county. The crime 
occurred ear!’ in May and was a partic- 
ularly. atrocious one, the assailant at- 
tempting to drown his victim in a pond 
after he had assaylted her. Brown fled, 
but posses searched the woods far him 
for many weeks and he would have been 
summarily Ivnched had he been caught. 
One strange negro who ran when called 
upon by a posse to halt was shot to death. 
Brown was captured at Charleston, 8S. C.,. 
in July and brought -to Birmingham for 
safe keeping. The governor ordered a 
special term of court to try him and 
as the citizens had given assurance that 
there would be no lynching when the 


prisoner was taken to Ashville for trial 


ho troops wete sent along to protect him. 
Immediately aftér his conviction and be- 
fcre the sheriff's force had had time to 
remove him from the court house to the 
jail, a mob of five hundred men attackes 
the court house and a battle with Sheriff 
North’s posse followed, in which one 
member of the mob, Walter Blankenship. 
was killed and two others wounded. The 
mob was repulsed Gand the prisoner 
brought back to Birmingham for sidfe 
keeping. This morning he was escorted 
to Ashville by two companies of troops 
of this city. 


OGLETHORPE eCLUB ESCAPES. 


Chatham Grand Jury Fails To Re- 
turn a True Bill. 

Savannah, Ga., September 20.—(S8pecial.) 
The feature of today’s session of the 
grand jury was its failure to bring an 
indictment against the Oglethorpe Club 
for keeping an open tippling house on 
Sunday. The good government league, 
as part of its campaign against Sunday 
liquor selling, demanded that the clubs 
should close their bars. The Oglethorpe 
was the only club which paid no atten- 
tion to the request. Attorney H.«¢E. 
Wilson, who conducts the campaign for 
the Jeague, announced his intention of 
having the club indicted for sunday liquor 
selling. A dozen well-known members 
of the club were summoned before the 
grand jury this afternoon to give evi- 
dence. Alderman H. H. Bacon was the 
only one called in to testify. The others 
cooled their heels in the corridor out- 
side for an hour or more. It is under- 
stood that Alderman Bacon told the 
jurymen that the club was the same as 
home to him; that he took his meals 
there, spent his idle time there, and other- 
wise made it his headquarters. He usually 
had a bottle of beer or something else 
with his dinner, he said, Sunday or any 
other day. The alderman thought he 
had as much right to this privilege at 
his club as he would at his own home. 
Apparently, the jurymen agreed with 
him: anyway, no true bill was found, 
somewhat to the surprise of the general 
public, as it was taken for granted that 
under various decisions of the supreme 
court the grand jury could not fall to 
return a true bill.

“It has been thought proper to make 
the sad but official announcement in this 
issue of the treasury decisions of the 
tragic death of William McKinley, 
twenty-fifth president of the United 
States, and to give an expression of that 
tribute which his character and deeds 
compel. 

‘It heeded not the shadows of death 
to make the figure of the late president 
look large in the estimate of mankind. 

“The republic he loved, he lived to 
broaden and unify as no previous presi- 
dent had done. Under his prudent and 
far-seeing statesmanship it took exalted 
place in the community of nations. 

“From his place as private citizen on 
through many and increasing .onors to 
his final post as ruler of his people he 
remained true to the highest ideals. 

“By_the people of the nation at large 
and by the world he was known, and will 
live in grateful annals as a gentleman of 
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noble heart, an affectionate husband, & 
sturdy friend and a faithful and illustri- 
ous president.

McKinley’s Case Reviewed. 


New York, September 20.—The Medical 
News in its issue of September 21 will 
print a review of President McKinley’s 
case from a medical point of view. 

The article recites the circumstances 
of the shooting and reprints the official 
report of the autopsy and certain unoffi- 
cial statements credited by the press 
to the doctors in attendance. It then 
takes up the subject of the gangrenous 
condition of the wound, and in this con- 
nection says: 

“The gangrene, extensive as it was, 
seems to us not so different from others 
observed under analogous circumstances 
as to require the assumption of excep- 
tional causes for its explanation. Necrosis 
of tissue in a thinner or thicker cylinder 
along the track of a bullet is thought to 
be the rule and ordinarily it is easily 
taken careof by liquidation and absorption. 
And necrosis, even of a considerable ex- 
tent in feeble patients, about a sutured 
wound, is certainly not unknown even if 
rare, and is explained by interference 
with the local circulation either by ten- 
sion or by the spread of coagulation 
within the blood vessels. 

“The spread of the process in a pa- 
tient of low reparative power would not 
be so very exceptional or surprising. Was 
the president such a patient? Apparently

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the incision was reopened toward the 
end of the fifth day, ‘no effort’ was re- 
ported to open it throughout its entire 
length, although only the track of the 
bullet was affected. That expression 
would hardly have been used unless he 
had intended to indicate that the amount 
of renair usual after that lapse of time 
had not taken place. Then the presi- 
dent was 58 years of age, had led a seden- 
tary, laborious and anxious life, and had 
a complexion and appearence which for 
some years had been commented upon as 
indicative of impaired vitality. 

‘It is evident that the surgeons, nota- 
bly Drs. Mann and Mynter, with whom 
the first decision lay, acted with com- 
mendable promptness and courage in un- 
dertaking the operation and showed ex- 
cellent judgment in its course and skill 
in its execution. They did all that could 
properly have been‘done, and nothing that 
should have been left undone. The causes 
of death after such injury and opera- 
tion were escaped or removed or pre- 
vented, -and their patient succumbed 
to a complication which is so rare that 
it could not reasonably have been antici- 
pate] and could not have been averted. 

“The president died because he could 
not carry on the process of repair and 
because of the faiwre of his vitality at 
the time it was most needed. This, of 
course, excluded the possible presence 
of poison brought by the bullet or by de- 
structive action by the pancreatic juices. 
If either of these was a factor, it needs 
only to substitute it in the statement for 
the assumed defective vitality of the pa- 
tient. What ever caugse acted, it was un- 
recognizable at the operation and uncon- 
trollable then or subsequently. 

‘There has been some criticism of the 
considerable assurances of recovery masse 
by those in attendance after the fifth day. 
To us the progress of the case up to that 
time appears fully to have justified those 
assurances and the public anxiety to have 
required them.”’ 

The review of the case closes with the 
following reference to the doctors: 


“They did their work skillfully and ju- | 


diciously, their behavior was dignified, 
restrained and worthy of the best tra- 
ditions of the professions, and they had 
the misfortune, when success seemed to 
have been secured, of seeing it over- 
thrown by a complication which could 
not have been foreseen nor avoided. 

‘“‘They deserve our admiration and sym- 
pathy, not our criticism.’’

BEAT HIM TILL INSENSIBLE 


And Then Cast Him Into Chesapeake 
Bay—Man Was a Pole and Pre- 
dicted That Roosevelt 
Would Meet McKin- 
ley’s Fate. 


Norfolk, Va., September 20.—The cap- 
tain of a &mall oyster sloop which has 
been dredging in the upper Chesapeake 
and which arrived here today, informs 
the Associated Press correspondent that 
shortly after President McKinley was 
shot a Pole appeared at Bivalve, Md., and 
secured a place as hand on a sloop whose 
master is named George Rowell. The 
man was fairly well dressed and was ed- 
ucated. He told the oyster men that he 
came from a good family, but was cut off 
from them with a small allowance. The 
‘day after the president died a passenger 
On a passing steamer threw a newspaper 
containing an account of the death aboard 
the sloop. The Pole secured it and while 
the crew were waiting for him to read 
them the story, he exclaimed: ‘‘Good, 
and Teddy will be next in a‘short time.’’ 

The crew set upon him and severely 
beat him, rendering him unconscious. The 
captain and mate intervened, but later, 
when the master had gone aft, the men 
picked the unconscious form up and threw 
it overboard. 
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LAWS AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 


Crumpacker Thinks That Congress 
Will Take Action. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 20.—Con- 
gsressman Crumpacker, of Valparaiso, 
who was here today, is of the opinion 
that it will be difficult to enact laws for 
the control and punishment of anarchists 
and still more difficult to enforce them. 
It would be an easy matter now. he 
thinks, to enforce laws against anarchists, 
as the public mind is inflamed over th2 
asSassination of President McKinley, but 
a few years from now there might be a 
large number of anarchists organizatiogs 
in the state without a person knowing 
anything about it. 

He believes, however, that congress at 
the coming session will consider carefully 
the scope of its power in the matter, and. 
if possible, will enact such laws as will 
have a tendency to restrict anarchy. The 
trouble, he says, in passing such a law is 
that it might have a tendency to restrict 
the freedom of speech “and free- 
dom of the press. He _ declared, 
however, that any state could 
enact a law making an attempt on the 
life of the president a capital offense, 
which would help to hold anarchists in 
check. 


NO PENALTY FOR CZOLGOSZ. 


Bradshaw Predicts Assassin Wiil 
Not Be Executed. 


Guthrie, Okla. T., September 20.— 
George Bradshaw, the carpenter who was 
mobbed in Oklahoma City for refusing to 
walk under the American flag in the Mc- 
Kinley memorial parade, wes brought to 
Guthrie this morning and placed in the 
Logan county jail for protection. Soon 
after the United States marshal’s office 
here received the following message: 
‘‘Waghington, D. C., September 20.—Ex- 
amine Tenack closely. Hold for further 
instructions. Wilkie, Chief of Detec- 
tives.’’ 

Since there is no person confined in the 
county or federal jail named Tenack, it 
is believed that the person referred to is 
Bradshaw. Bradshaw, in jail, said: 

“IT am an anarchist. Oklahoma City is 

made up of hoodlums. If this is a Ra 
country, a man has a right to say what 
he thinks. This is not a free country; the 
powers are subsidized. No, Czolgosz is 
not an anarchist; he is a nihilist—or in- 
sane. He will never be executed; mark 
my words.’’ 
That Bradshaw has plenty of nerve was 
proved when he returned to Oklahoma 
City at 10 o’clock last night. after having 
been run out by the mob during the day. 
His presence again became known and 
another mob was gathering when the 
officers took Bradshaw in charge. 


WANT TO SEE CZOLGOSZ DIE. 


Hundreds of Applications Pouring 
In on Auburn Warden. 


Auburn, N. Y., September ~20.—In the 

belief that Czolgosz will be executed in 
Auburn prison, more than one hundred 
persons have already made application to 
Warden Mead to witness the electrocu- 
tion of the assassin of President McKin- 
lev. ; 
The applications are by telegraph, tele- 
phone and mail. The first application 
was received one hour after the presi- 
dent’s death. Every. mail adds to the 
number. 


He May Not Defend Assassin. 
Buffalo, September 20.—Judge Robert C. 
Titus, one of the counsel assigned to de- 
fend Czolgosz, the president's murderer, 
returned today from Milwaukee, where 
he had been attending a Masonic conven- 
tion.

“THE GUILTY WALKS AWAY

Ashby Puts One Bullet Into Mrs. 
Ashby’s Head and Two Into 
Her Shoulder, Causing 
Death Within Less 
Than an Hour. 


Savannah, Ga., September 20.—(Special.) 
Martha J. Ashby was shot and fatally 
wounded by her husband, Lewis Mord 
Ashby, shortly before noon today at 314 
Jones street, west, where Mrs. Ashby 
“was stoppir~ with Mrs. E. G. Sims. The 
woman died at the Savannah hospital 
at 1:45 p. m. The shootine »-~~ears to 
have been unwarranted, Ashby’s only 
provocation being that his wife had left 
him and had instituted suit for divorce 
because of his alleged ill treatment. The 


parties were living at Millers station, In ! 


this county. 

Mrs. Ashby came to Savannah about 
two months ago and secured warrants 
for her husband, charging him with beat- 
ing, cursing and abusing her. She also 
removed her residence to Mrs. Sims’ and 
shortly afterwards instituted divorce and 
alimony proceedings. Ashby disappeared, 
going to North Carolina, and it was not 
known he had returned until the shooting 
today. 

Ashby called at the Sims house this 
morning and found his wife there. He 
wanted her to go out with him, but 
she declined. Both parties were cool 
and courteous, though Ashby apveared 
to have been drinking. He requested his 
wife to go into another room and have 
a talk with him, but she refused, saying 
that they had separated for good and 
that she did nc care to have anything 
further to do with him. Findir~ that 
his wife rejected his advances, Ashby 
walked into a back room, poured out a 
tumblerful of whisky and drank it down. 
He then walked back into the room where 
his wife was sitting on a trunk. Putting 
his hand on her shoulder, he said: 

“So you will not talk to me, Mattie?” 

*“No,”’ she repliea. 

This made Ashby furious. Pressing his 
wife down upon the trunk with one hand, 
he drew his pistol with the other. 

— you, I will make you talk to me,”’ 
he said, 

Five or six shots were fired in quick 
euccession. Mrs! Sims ran screaming 
from the room. Her screams and the 
pistol shots attracted attention and in a 
short time the police arrived, but Ashb~ 
had flown. The woman was found bathed 
in her own blood. One bullet had gone 
into her head and two had pierced the 
> breast near the left shoulder. She was 
taken to the Savannah hospital. 

But she was breathing her !-ct when 
lifted from the ambulance. 

Ashby was seen an hour later -™ the 
Augusta road near the four-mile hil], but 
has not yet heen captured. 

‘Ashby is the son of Louis P. Ashby, 
deceased, a printer, quite a well-known 
character in Savannah and throughout 
the state. He is said to have left his son 
a considerable sum of money on his death 
eight or ten rears ago, which the latter 
quickly squandered. 

Ashby is a man of peculiar and erratic 
character and quite well known here. 
He once carved up a negro woman while 
working for a grocery firm here. Later 
he was a street railway conductor, but 
lost his position on account of his peculiar 
habits. He afterwards stood the civil 
service examination, making a remarka- 
bly high record, and was given a posi- 
tion in the railway mail service. He lost 
this positicn because of his irregularities 
and erratic ways. For the last several 
years he has lived on a small farm on 
the Ogeechee river, making a livin~ chief- 
ly by killing game for the market. Ashby 
married his wife Mav 5, 1889. She was 
Martha J. Roberts, ar orphan girl. who 
Was reared in the Episcopal Orphans’ 
‘home in this city.

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A NEW SUGAR-CANE PROJECT. 


Purchasers of Ruskin Common- 
wealth Will Manufacture Sirup. 
Waycross, Ga., September 20.—(Special.) 

The purchasers of the real estate of the 
Ruskin commonwealth propose to plant 
fifty acres in sugar cane next year, which 
will be turned into sirup, quart, half gal- 
lon and gallon cans being used for ship- 
ment to the northern market. The pur- 
chasers think they will make money, as 
twenty to thirty barrels of good sirup can 
be made to the acre in Ware county. 
At 30 cents per gallon this would be $180 
to $270 per acre. Placing the yield as low 
as $15, the amount realized would be $135, 
fifty acres planted in cane would, there- 
fore, bring to the owners the sum of 
$6,750. Placing the total cost for seed, 
fertilizer, hired help, manufacturing into 
sirup, canning, etc., at $4,000, they 
would still have a net profit of $2,750, 
which would about double the amount 
that could be realized from fifty acres 
of cotton.

MORGA.i COUNTY’S WHEAT CROP 


One Hundred Dollars Offered for Best 
Acre of Wheat Raised Next Year. 


Madison, Ga., September 20.—(Special.) 
President John Bostwick, of the Morgan 
County Farmers’ Club, has organized a 
‘wheat club,’’ composed of the farmers 
of the county, to encourage the raising of 
wheat, Premiums are offered for the best 
crops of wheat as follows: 

One hundred dollars for the first best 
acre: 50 bushels for the second best acre; 
30 bushels for the third best acre; 20 bush- 
els for the fourth best acre. 

The only conditions are that a club of 
100’ members be organized, each to give 
one bushel of wheat to go into a pool 
of 100 bushels to be divided into the three 
last prizes. President Bostwick gives 
$100 out of his own pocket for the first 
prize—the best acre. The list of mem- 
bers is nearly complete and before an- 
other week a sufficient number will be 
enrolled. 

There is no way to calculate the future 
influence of this contest on the coming 
system of Morgan county agriculture.

Duquesne River, Chicago Drainage 
Canal, the Illinois River and 
the Mississippi Afford the 
Line of Passage for 
the Boat. 


Mobile, Ala., September 20.—(Special.)— 
The tug Lewis Penoyer, of Biloxi, came 
up yesterday afternoon, having in tow 
the steam houseboat Vivian, E. Land, 
captain, from Chicago. The Vivian is 
the property of T. P. Hand, of Chicago, 
who is the promoter of the Southern 
Plantation Company, ich is settling 
up the country in and around the mouth 
of Fish river, in Baldwin county. The 
Vivian left Chicago August 11 and follow- 
ed the following route: The Duquesne 
river to the Chicago drainage canal, 
through the canal to the Illinois river, 
down that to the Mississippi to New 
Orleans, thence through Lake Borgne, 
Misissippi sound, Grants pass and Mobile 
bay up to Mobile. 

The boat carried twenty-five people as 
far as New Orleans, where all but ten 
left the boat and came to Mobile by rail. 
There *were no serious mishaps en route 
except a break-down to the engine, which 
delayed the boat at Cairo, Ills., for four 
days, and an accident Wednesday morn- 
ing. When the vessel was about fifteen 
miles from Biloxi it met with very rough 
weather, the wheel came loose and dis- 
abled the engine, necessitating a tow. 


DUNCAN MUST BE HANGED, TOO 


Slayer of Policeman Is Found Guilty 
by Alabama Jury. 
Birmingham, Ala., September 20.—The 
jury in the case of Frank Duncan, who 
has been on trial for a week past for the 
murder of Policeman G. W. Kirkley, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty today and fixed 

the punishment at death. 

Frank Miller, Duncan's alleged associ- 
ate, was hanged for the Adams murder 
three months ago. Miller and Duncan, 
it is asserted, were noted safe blowers 
and had been arrested for blowing open 
the Standard Oil Company’s’” safe in 
March, 1900. While on the way to jail 
they broke away from the officers and 
in a battle that followed two policemen 
were killed.

Little Rock, Ark., Septemher 20.—First 
Baseman Jo Wright, of the Little Rock 
baseball club, was fined $25 in the police 
court today for assaulting-Umpire J. E.

Governor Davis, who witnessed the as- 
sauit on Johnstone, granted Wright a 
pardon with remission of the fine assessed 
in the police court.

TO MOVE PLANT TO ATLANTA. 


Cigar Factory Leaves Huntsville for 
the Gate City of the South. 
Nashville, Tenn., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Carson Manufacturing Com- 
pany, which for ten months past has been 
in the cigar manufacturing business on 
the corner of First and Main streets, 
has decided to move the plant to At- 
lanta. The stock of the concern is being 
packed today, and will be taken to At- 
lanta tomorrow. The reason given for the 
change is that it has been found to be 
impossible to obtain the necessary skilled 
Cuban labor for the making of the grade 
of cigars which the firm manufactures. 
The plant here was intended to work 100 
hands, but at no time has the manage- 
ment been able to secure more than thir- 

ty men. 


HIS SKULL WAS CRUSHED IN. 


Contractor Blankenship Is Fatally 
Injured at Selma. 

Selma, Ala., September 20.—(Special.)— 
T..1s morning John L. Blankenship, one 
of the contractors putting up a bridge for 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
across the Alabama river at this- point, 
had a derrick boom to fall upon his head. 
While working under the derrick the rope 
holding the boom broke at the top and 
the boom fell upon his head. He was 
carried to the city infirmary, where his 
wound was given proper medical atten- 
tion, but death from the wound ensued 
this afternoon.

INTERESTING TO STUDY 
ARE CUBA’S RAILROADS 


Havana, September 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Modern improvements have 
not reached Cuba in the matter of rail- 
roads. They are what the roads were in 
the south during the war. There are no 
sleepers, no parlor cars, no smoking cars, 
for smoking {fs indulged in all; no buffets, 
no ice water, no regular baggage checks, 
for you follow your baggage to the car 
and see it put on board yourself, paying 
the rodd anywhere from 10 cents upward, 


‘according to destination and weight, and 


the porter who delivers it to the agent 
an equivalent sum. When you reach your 
journey’s end you must be on the lookout 
lor your equipage (baggage) cise it will 
be whirled off no one can tell where, pay- 
ing another fee-to see it safely landed. 
Modern ideas have not extended either to 
the tariffs and fare for either passengers 
or freight, though the secretary of public 
works is making an earnest effort to 
bring about the unification and reduc- 
tion of rates on the different roads of 
the island. 

One thing I will take great pleasure in 
epcaking of while I am relating the incon- 
veniences and imperfections of the rail- 
way system in this country; that is, the 
employees as a rule are the most courte- 


ous, attentive, kindly body of men I have |} 


ever seen, bar nowhere. The ticket agent, 
with his windows of first and second-class 
delivery thronged with a pushing, impa- 


tient crowd, with the inconveniences of 


making change, often in three mediums, 
answers every inquiry, however useless, 
with politeness, waits with a smile while 
some nervous woman is fighting her way 
to her money, hidden in some inaccessible 
corner of her dress or satchel; gets every- 
one’s change right, understands among 
the Babel of voices whether first, second 
or third-class tickets are wanted, wheth- 
er return, stop-over or single tickets are 
asked for, and could give lessons to our 
irritable, consequential agents in coolness 
and .courtesy. I refer now particularly 
to the agent in Havana, whose work is 
more exacting than the country or village 
officials. These last, however, are not be- 
hind him in true politeness and kindness. 

In the little country station at Buena 
Vista whence I make my start into the 
city every day, is an old Cuban, weather- 
beaten and much the worse for wear and 
hard times, a sick man, ‘too, for being 
stationed many years in a very unwhole- 
some locality, his health became perma- 
nently impaired, but he is always at his 
post, always ready to exchange pleasant 
words, quick to hand out chairs on the 
platform when one has to wait, ready to 
help afhy old lady or mother with a crowd 
of children to mount the rather high step 
of the car, invariably delivering his 
charge over to the conductor with recom- 
mendation to look after her or them. He 
is the same to all classes, the traveler in 
the third class demanding as much of his 
care as the purchaser of a first-class tick- 
et. I was amused and pleased to see him 
not long since doing the courteous to a 
decidedly third-class patron who was 
about to board the train with a pig un- 
der her arm, a good-sized fellow which 
kept up a most exasperating squealing 
before and during the journey. The 
agent none the less offered his services 
and taking the pig in his own arms carried 
it safely on beard and delivered it to 
the owner as if it were a valuble posses- 
sion, which doubtless it was. 

Right here I might add that traveling 
second or third class would not be bad if 
it were not for the company. They are 
picturesque, interesting, the typical Cu- 
ban, but they get on board with loose 
chickens in their arms, goats, dogs and 
even pigs. These often have the range of 
the aisle, so that one alights in not so 
immaculate a state as Is desirable. 

The agents are samples of all the other 
employees and officials, and the traveler 
in Cuba is sure of ready attention from 
all departments of the road. 

Cuba a Leader in Railway Building. 

Railroad building in Cuban began about 
the time George Stephenson told the par- 
liamentary committee which quizzed him 
that the locomotive he had _= invented 
would undoubtedly prove an inconvenient 
thing for the cows which happened to get 
in its way, thus showing that Havana, or 
rather Cuba, was a progressive place in 
some respects in the middle of the last 
century. But after making a start along 
modern lines Cuba practically stood still 
or went very slowly, for things were little 
different in 1899 to what they were in 1850. 
in its industrial aspects Cuba has to b* 
viewed as a stationary body, and while 
the first road mentioned, from Guines to 
Havana, was followed by others, still in 
1899 there were but 1,135 miles of railwav 
on the island for publie use, though there 
were about a hundred private roads used 
for transporting the products of the plan- 
tations, these generally 
from 2 to 6 miles in length. The great 
trunk line, now under construction by the 
Cuba company, of which Sir William Van 
Horne is president, was in contemplation 
nearly fifty years ago. This is to run 
from Santiago de Cuba to Havana, clos- 
ing a gap of some 300 miles, but which 
with its feeders will measure some ]J,600) 
miles of railway. Feeders to the north 
and south coast extend to Nipe, Gibara, 
Baracoa, Sancti Spiritus, Santa Cruz del 
Sur and Manzanillo. The narrowness of 
Cuba forbids parallel roads except for 
short distances. Sir William Van Horne 
is now putting into execution the work 
which offered to English and French cap- 
italists an inviting project, and while sur- 
veys were made and what were supposed 
to be concessions secured from the gov- 
ernment, the enterprise was always foiled 
in the end by the Spanish ship owners. 
Only the memory of brilliant banquets 
given to government officials remained to 
show for the time and money spent. This 
company claims not to be,hampered by 
the Foraker law, as it will run only cn 
its own property, and while now and 
then the secretary of public works has 
endeavored to.i{mpede the progress of the 
work, the company has been able to prove 
that they were within their rights. 

There are seven railroad companies 
operating public roads in Cuba now, and 
there are something like 4 hundred pri- 
vate roads. The public roads are owned 
and managed by English companies, and 
the private roads have largely passed 
into English hands. For awhile it was 
a matiter of conjecture how the plant- 
ers were enabled to resume work on 
their estates and seemingly have suffi- 
cient money to replant their cane and re- 
build their+ mills, ete., but it developed 
that the planters had in most instances 
sold their railways to Englishmen and 
thus secured ready money, while at the 
same time the railways were put in good 
working order by the new owners. 

Three lines of railway are owned by the 
government, one of thee, the Jucaro- 
Moron railway, is an inheritance from 
Spanish sovereignty, being the old mili- 
tary trocha. It pesses throvigeh a thinly 
populated region and its commercial val- 
ue has been doubted because neither of 
its terminals has a good harbor. But 
the country tributary is very fertile, cap- 
able of great development, while branches 
can be built from the main stem to good 
ports on the north and south coast. This 
line cost the Spanish government $1,152,- 
800 in gold. The Havana terminal is 
another state road, running from the 
docks at Triscornia and intersecting the 
lines which enter Havana.™~ This Was 
built to facilitate the movement of troops 
and handling of supplies. When the gov- 
ernment ceases to have use for this road 
it will‘ be valuable to the existing roads, 
as it is a belt line, and it ought to bring 
a good price. 

Spain Hampered Enterprises. 


Under Spanish dominion railway enter- 
prises in Cuba were hampered with most 
unjust regulations and heavy taxation. 
To secure a concession was a herculean 
labor, and always the concession con- 
tained many oppressive clauses. The 
roads were taxed 4.7 per cent on the net 
profits for the year and paid an adiditjon- 
al tax of 10 per cent on the passenger 
tariff and 3 per cent on the merchandise.

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SEVEN HOUSES 
BURN TO GROUND 


Greenville Firemen Make No 
Attempt To Save 
Buildings. 


NOT EVEN AN ALARM 
TO AWAKE THE PEOPLE 


Blaze Occurred Early in the Morning 
in a South Carolina Town, 
and the Structures Were 
Completely Con- 
sumed. 
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‘Greenville, S. C., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Seven four-room tenement houses 
in West Greenville were totally destroyed 
by fire at 4 o’clock this morning. No 
alarm was given and the fire department 
wag not called out. It is believed the fire 
was beyond the city limits, and that is 
given as the reason for no alarm for the 
department. Today it was ascertained 
that the houses burned were 150 yards 
inside the corporate limits. Three of the 
houses were occupied by whites and four 
by negroes. Only a small part of the 
furniture was saved. The burned prop- 
erty is estimated to be worth $2,000. It 
was insured for $1,300. 
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the arrourt of taxes paid ty Cukan roads 
on the basis of the 4.7 per cent was $50,- 
741.92, and on the 10 and 3 rer cent $244,- 
894.21, nearly $300,000, but fortunately by 
recent order the last two percentages of 
taxation have been abolished 

It is a noticeable fact that none of 
the Cuban roads went into bankruptcy 
during or since the war, though they suf- 
fered much, not only from depredations 
of both armies,‘ but from the exactions 
of the Spanish government. “he gow 
ernment required that every train should 
be preceded by a pilot engine, a heavy 
expense, but not so great as the deman:l 
upon the roads, where troops or supplies 
were to be transported, or might have 
to be transported, to have a train cap- 
able of moving 500 men and sixty horses, 
in readiness to move at an instant’s no- 
tice, engine fired and employees on hand. 
The maintenance of such”a train cost 
2,000, gold, per month. In addition to 
this the government used the telegraph 
lines of the roads, and an order was 
issued by the general in chief command- 
ing that &c every switch, bridge or cul- 
Vert a block house should be constructed 
at the railroad’s expense, these costing 
on an average of $670 each. 

In reading the report of the secretary 
of the Matanzas road I have been sur- 
prised to note the great decrease in ex- 
penses after a change in the personnel 
of some of the officials, in special that 
of the office of general manager and 
chief engineer, which, in this case, is 
represented by ®ne man. The report 
gives figures covering twelve years, the 
last six being the ones covered by the 
new management. The figures are more 
remarkable when it is remembered that 
auring that period the war had begun and 
ended. Just to give a few items: The 
cost of running the road for the first six 
years was $1.15 per kilo, the last six 8&1 
cents per Kilo. Cost of coal was $5.79 
per ton, against $4.64 in favor of the 
new regime. Cost of wood $3 per cord, 
against Old price paid for ties 
$1.23, new 75 cents. To sum it up, there 
was a saving cf over $2,000.000 to the road, 
and this when naturally the cost of every- 
thing would be greater and the necessity 
for repairs more frequent. 

Railroad Supplies Duty Free. 

Upon appeal to General Wood by Sir 
William Van Horne and others, railroad 
supplies have been allowed to enter the 
ports of the island free of duties, such 
as rails and fastenings, frogs, switch 
stands and other track materials, also 
turn tables, steel bridges and rolling 
stock. This free entry likewise included 
implements intended for use in railroad

crushers, scrapers, wheelbarrows, picks, 
wagons, carts, harness, grading machines, 
pile-drivers, telegraph wires, brackets 
and. cross arm insulators, telegraph in- 
struments, ete. It is an easy matter for 
the custom house authorities to guard 
against fraud, the number of companies 
importing being small and proof of proper 
use easily secured. 

It is an interesting study to investi- 
gate concessions under which various 
roads are operated, and to note how 
weighty was the hand of the government 
upon them, and hence it is the more re- 
markable that we never hear of ga bank- 
rupt road in Cuba., The government not 
only determined to get the lfon’s share 
of the earnings of the road in Its life- 
time, but incorporated in concessions the 
clause to the effect that upon the expira- 
tion of the period covered by concessions 
the road, with all its properties, was to 
revert to the state, no road ever being 
granted more than ninety-nine years i: 
which to operate. 

The roads of Cuba are rebelling against 
the prospect of an equalization of rates 
and tariffs, while the secretary of pub- 
lic works is clamoring for an adjustment 
of the present system, including not only 
tariffs, but methods of taxation. An ex- 
ample of the way the present system 
works is given in the case of the Marianao 
road, which is only 9 miles long, and i 
pays more taxes than the United railways 
of 246144 miles, while the Cardenas and 
Jucaro railway, 206 miles, paid nearly 
fcur times as much as the United rail- 
ways of about equal length, the latter 
line, which is the longest and ought to be 
the most valuable in Cuba, paying nearly 
one thousand dollars less than the small- 
est public line in the island. 

Sir William Van Horne’s company, in 
the construction of the Central Railway 
of Cuba, will employ over twWve thou- 
sand laborers, and doubtless he can suc- 
cessfully handle them, as in building 
the Canadian Pacific he had under his 
control over fifteen thousand laborers. 


The Many Drawbacks. 


Railroad men here say that it is impos- 
sible to place the Cuban railways on 
the basis of those in the United States, 
where they have abundance of coal, rails 
material of all kinds, whereas in Cuba 
every kind of supplies has to be imported, 
freights and heretofore duties eating up 
much of the profits. The railread me) 
also state that the investment in lines 
has not the solidity of the United States 
and other counries, as here we have no 
travelers in the true sense of the word, 
almost a certain number of almost the 
same individuals who travel backward 
and forward from one place to another 
on special business; and as far as freight 
is coneerned, sv~7r constitutes the main 
factor. the transportation of which does 
not last more than four months of the 
rear. ; 

: These facts make all the more remarka- 
ble the financial standing of the various 


1 Cuban railroads, and in spite of difficul- 


ties and conditions unknown in the states 
the inference is that such investment in 
this island is a very safe one.

BLOQUENT WORDS OF MARX 


McKinley Memoria] Services Held at 
Jewish Temple. 


APPROVED 


Elaborate Musical Programme and 
Impressive Address Make Oc- 
casion a Notable Event. 


Memorial services in honor of Presi- 
dent McKinley were held at the Jewish 
temple last night. A large crowd was 
present and the services were in every 
way impressive. 

An elabcrate musical programme add- 
ed greatly to the beauty of the services 
and was in itself a source of great 
pleasure. 

The address of Dr. Marx was an able 
and thoughtful effort, ¢n eloquent tribute 
to the memory of William McKimley.

Heavy Consolidation Tax Wou:. Be 
Imposed :‘f This Were Done. 
Denials Have Come crom 
Messrs. Hurt, Woodruff 
and £immons. 


Sprung simultaneously in this city and 
New York, the latest gossip concerning 
the extremely interesting railroad situa- 
tion furnishes material for interesting 
reading as well as unlimited spectlation. 

A “rumor rife’ story was published here 
yesterday afternoon, and last night The 
Constitution received the following dis- 
patch that seems to fully confirm what 
have heretofore been surmises: 

The Story from New York. 

“New York, September 20.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—From several sources 
today I heard the story of a ‘community 
of interest establishment’ involving the 
street railways of Atlanta, and when the 
information is printed there is likely to 
follow a chotce lot of comment as well 
as a deluge of denials. 

“I am not vouching for this, but simply 
give it for what it may ‘eventually proye 
to be worth. The story runs somewhat 
on these lines: 

Mr. Coolidge, who is chief of the 
Qud Colony Trust Company, and Mr. 
Samuel Inman, of Atlanta, were in 
close conference very recently in Bos- 
ton, in an effort to settle the street 
railway differences in Atlanta and 
with a view to consolidation. 

So complete in every detail was 
the understanding reached by them 
that a consolidation was effected. 

This announcement I have the 
highest reason for believing to be 
absolutely accurate. 

And the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company has “absorbed” the Atlan- 
ta Railway and Power Company, 
says this source. 

“My informant continues: 

“There will never be an announcement 
by the companies, for a eonsolidation tax 
would be levied. 

‘Mr. Inman represented the Consoli- 
dated interests, and Mr. Coolidge the 
Rapid Transit. In fact, the negotiations 
have extended over a period of three 
months, and the credit is due to Mr.

Contractor Wilkins says that the via- 
duct will be finally completed some time 
next month. He hopes to have the cars 
running across for the state fair. The 
Rapid Transit company will begin Mon- 
day to lay their tracks at the approaches. 
Mr. Wilkins will then put his tracks down 
in the bridge proper so that the cross- 
town car connection may be ready in a 
fortnight. ot 

Pedestrians will be provided with a 
passage before that time, and will be 
able to walk over the structure in about 
ten days. 

Aside from delay caused by the city’s 
deliberation on the paving question, work 
on the viaduct is progressing rapidly. 
Until it was decided whether brick or 
asphalt would be used, the concrete bed 
could not be laid, as a different depth of 
concrete would have been required in 
either case.

When Bailiff R. E. Jackson was ar- 
raigned in the recorder’s court yesterday 
afternoon for sending in a false alarm 
ef fire, Chief Joyner had the identical 
box that Jackson had pulled introduced 
as evidenc> to show that the patent key- 
less boxes could not be rung without con- 
siderable exertion, and that it was useless 
for any one to plead that he turned the 
crank accidentally or inadvertently. 

The chief of the fire department demon- 
strated to the court and everybody pres- 
ent that the box could not have been 
turned by a person merely taking hold of 
or leaning against the handle of the 
crank, but, on account of Jackson having 
confessed so honestly about the matter 
and stating so positively that it was an 
accident, the fine was made only $25. It 
could have been as much as $250. 

A feature of the case was the paying to 
the three informants half of the fine. 
This is the first time on record in Atlanta 
where half of such a fine imposed was 
paid to informants. 

As was stated in yesterday's Constitu- 
tion, Jackson, who is a bailiff in Justice 
Sh.rley’s court, rang ina false alarm 
from the keyless box at the corner of 
Whitehall and Mitchell streets. The en- 
tire fire department was called out, and 
when the run was being made chemical 
éngine No. 2 was broken down and a new 
axle will have to be purchased. This 
caused the run to be unusually ex- 
pensive. 


They Saw Him Pull It. 


Three witnesses stated in, court that 
they saw Jackson take hold of the crank 
and turn it. There was another man with 
him, and as seon as he turned the crank 
‘and the bell began to ring, both men 
walked hurriedly away. 

rolicemen Wells and Ivey, to whom the 
credit was due i1.r making the arrest, told 
hew they followed Jackson and caught 
him. 

Chief Joyner brought forward the box, 
which he had taken from the post at the 
corner of Whitehall and Mitchg¢! streets, 
and he demonstrated to the recttaer that 
it took quite a long and hard turn to send 
in the alarm. The recorder tried the 
crank himself, and said it was about ail 
he could do to turn it. 

Tells How He Did It. 

Jackson contessed that he sent in the 
false alarm. 

“I was standing on the corner with a 
friend waiting for anocher bailiff,”’ stated 
the defendant, ‘‘and I caught hold of the 
crank to .he alarm box. I knew what it 
was, and I had no intention whatever of 
turning the crank. I began to press down 
on it, and the next thing I knew the box 
went to ringing. I caught hold of the 
crank again,-possibly trying to turn the 
thing off. I became scared and left the 
place with the intention of reporting the 
matter to the police. I was perfectly 
scber. I don’t know why I turned the 
crank, but it was an accident due to some 
cause that 1 am utterly at a loss to ex- 
plain.”’ 

Recorder Broyles imposed a fine of 
$25.75, and instructed the police to pay 
half of it to the three persons who in- 
formed the fire chief and the officers who 
the guilty person was. 

Jackson thanked the recorder for being 
so lenient.

LOVE’S HIGHEST TRIBUTE 
TO PRESIDENT’S MEMORY 


When the American nation, bowed in 
grief, yielded its homage Thursday to 
the martyred president, when willing 
hands and loving hearts drew near 
to do the last sad service for the dead, a 
memorial observance took place that will 
live in history as attesting the almost 
sublime love and veneration of a people 
for its lost ruler. 

But throughout the entire United States 
it is doubtful if there was paid to Prest- 
dent McKinley’s memory a tribute more 
beautiful and more eloquent, a tribute 
that came straighter from the heart than 


‘that of a little Atlanta girl. 


Just about a half an hour before the 
shadows of twilight commenced to shroud 
the silent tombs of Oakland cemetery, a 
minister of one of Atlanta’s churches had 
occasion to pass the inclosure of this 
city of the dead. 

As he reached the main entrance on 
Hunter street the clergyman’s attention 
was drawn to a little girl of probably not 
more than 9 years, who was standing 
outside the gate. Although a tired look, 
as though from some long vigil, was to be 
plainly seen upon the child’s face, there 
was an eager, expectant look in her 
bright eyes as they were directed in- 
quiringly toward his. 

“Please, sir,”” she asked of the clergy- 
man as she saw his kindly face turned 
toward her, ‘‘can you tell me how long it 
will be until the funeral comes?”’ 

‘What funeral, my dear?’ he answered, 
thinking it might be that of some friend 
or relative of hers. 

The minister was scarcely prepared 
for the reply the little girl made, for, 
with the sweet and absolute simplicity of 
childhood she answered: 

‘I mean our president’s funeral. Can't 


you tell me, sir, how long it will be until 
it comes?” 

The clergyman was too bewildered for 
a moment by the reply of the child to 
speak, and when a full realization of her 
meaning did dawn upon him it was a 
Strange sort of choking in his throat that 
kept him from finding speech for a good 
many more than one moment. 

Not waiting for a reply, the little lass 
continued: 

“T've been waiting here such a lon 
time—I know it must be three hours—an 
I am so tired I don’t know what to do. J 
brought these to put on his grave, and I 
just can’t leave until they come. Nobody 
at home knew I was coming, and they'll 
be uneasy about me if the funeral don't 
come soon so 1 can get home before 
dark.”’ 

As she spoke she held up for the clergy- 
man’s inspection a fast wilting bunch of 
blossoms—a pitiful little fading bunch, 
but the best that she could find, and 
shaped into the only fashion her tiny 
hands could devise. She had gathered 
them herself and brought them to place 
them as her offering at the tomb of the 
nation’s martyr. 

Brushihg a tear from his cheek, the 
clergyman placed his arm about the child 
and drew her tenderly toward him. There 
was a moment of silence and then he told 
her of the burial that had occurred hours 
before in the far away Ohio city. 

She could not conceal the disappoint- 
ment she felt and as there came a pause 
she slowly replied: “I'm sorry I didn't 
get to put them on his grave. I wanted 
to—but I guess I'll go home.”’ 

“Tittle one,” he said as they started 
together toward the child’s home, “you 
have this day offered to the memory of a 
great man the best, the truest tribute 
that could be paid.” 

When they reached the home of the 
child and she had left him with a 
“Thank you, sir, for bringing me home,” 
the man of God stood for a moment in 
silence, then slowly resumed the journey 
that had been so strangely interrupted. 
In his hand he held a tiny blossom, one 
of those that had faded from “waiting 
for them to come.”

Who was sworn in as a deputy by 
Sheriff Nelms yesterday after- 
noon to guarantee the presence 
of Attorney Thomas L. Bishop, 
who was at that time detained in

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is under bond. 4¢ is understood that he is 
at present in New York. It is not known 
what action the officials will take in re- 
gard to the presentment returned yester- 
day as affects him. 

The charge specified in the presentment 
is that Matthews and Bishop conspired 
and embezzled $10,000 of the funds of the 
now defunct Piedmont Loan and Banking 
Company. Matthews was for a time pres- 
ident of the concern. 

According to the presentment the em- 
beggiement was aceomplished through the 
medium Of worthless notes. It is alleged 
that Bishop obtained notes containing 
fictitious signatures and that when 
money was taken out Matthews charged 
it on the books to fictitious notes. 

The Piedmont Loan and Banking Com- 
pany is in litigation, having been placed 
in the hands of a receiver some time 
ago. Attorney Frank Arnolds was ap- 
pointed receiver. 

After the presentment was returned 
yesterday a warrant was issued and 
placed in the hands of the sheriff. The 
warrant was given to Deputy Sheriff 
Jones and he soon located Bishop and 
took him into custody. The deputy sher- 
iff escorted the attorney to the office of 
Sheriff John W.. Nelms. 

Bond Is Secured. 

A bond of $3,500 was fixed for Bishop 
and his friends at once began work to 
gecure his release. They were successful 
last night, the bond being signed by 
Councilman 8. C. Glass, ex-Mayor J. G. 
Woodward, Litt Bloodworth and George 
Osborn. 

The friends of Attorney Bishop were 
‘confident that they could secure him 
a bond and were desirous that he be not 
placed in jail. Accordingly, Sheriff Nelms 
ewore in as a deputy sheriff Attorney Bur- 
ton Smith, and Bishop was allowed to re- 
main in Mr. Smith's office in Temple 
Court, while efforts were being made to 
raise the bond. The bond, with the sig- 
natures as above mentioned, was ap- 
proved by Sheriff Nelms. 

Attorney Bishop, when asked for a 
statement last night, said: 

Attorney Bishop Talks. 

**There is nothing in the charge. I have 
never been connected with the company 
at any time as an official, stockholder or 
in any way. I have no connection what- 
ever with its affairs. 

“J will have no trouble in proving my- 
self clear of the charge. Further than 
this I do not care to discuss the case 
at this time.”’ 

A special presentment is virtually an

J. 0, PAINE'S. STATEMENT 


His Affairs Much Misrepresented 
. by Some Papers. 


REFUTES ATTACKS AS UNJUST 


Mr. Paine States That Accusations 
of Enemies to His Firm Are 
Groundless and Malicious. 


In defense of certain criminal accusa- 
tions against his firm, which have recent- 
ly been dismissed in the New York 
courts, J. Overton Paine, the well-known 
New York broker, makes the following 
statement of the situation: 

New York, September 17, 1901.—My at- 
tention has been called since my return 
from my vacation to articles that have 
appeared in your paper concerning two 
Suits that have been brought against 
my firm during my absence from the 
city. These articles, owing to the pecu- 
liar manner In which they were worded, 
are, to say the least, misleading and 
have,a tendency to hurt my personal 
standing in Wall street. Believing that 
‘you have no desire to have your paper 
used as a part of a conspiracy that was 
formed against my house, I shall ask 
that you publish the real facts in these 
suits that the public may judge them in 
their true light and not in the false char- 
acter in which certain ‘‘yellow journals’’ 
have placed them. Facts in these cases 
are as follows: After a severe automo- 
bile accident in Philadelphia in July and 
during my sickness and absence from the 
city, a plot was formed in Wall street, 
whose desperate end was the downfall 
of my house and the ruin of my name. 
The conspiracy was formed by two dis- 
charged employees backed by disgruntled 
competitors ot my house and the few 
unsuccessful operators in the stock mar- 
ket. Some of these have openly boasted 
that they had sufficient pull with the 
courts, the district attorney's office and 
the newspapers to accomplish their end. 

This conspiracy originated in the Mau- 
rice Thorner suit, which was thrown out 
of court yesterday on an order from 
Judge McAdam, of the supreme court, 
who referred to the infamous scheme 
as follows: ‘‘The complaint here ‘is so 
inartistically drawn that it may well he 
termed a nondescript.’’ We won the case 
on the complainant's own statements and 
without introducing one scintilla of evi- 
dence to defend our position, believing 
that the complainant’s own affidavit was 
so perfectly absurd that the court would 
throw it out the moment it was exam- 
ined. It is now our intention to prosecute 
Thorner criminally and to sue those who 
assisted him in this cons~fracy for $50,000 
damages. ; 

The only basis for this unsuccessful at- 
tempt to injure my house is founded on 
the fact that this man Thorner, who 
gives his sole occupation under the eupho- 
nious title of ‘‘a follower of literary pur- 
suits,’’ once bought on a margin of about 
5 per cent a ten-share lot of Northern 
Pacific and twenty shares of Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, and notwithstanding the 
fact that they afterwards declined many 
points below where his margin was ex- 
hausted, he was endeavoring to show the 
court some impossible transaction, where- 
by he could have made by some new 
“system,’’ unknown to Wall street, some 
fabulous profits. 

The other case was simply based on 
my alleged ‘‘contempt of court’’ where 
a suit was brought, but this was promp#- 
ly dismissed immediately upon my return 
to the city. 

I can no more prevent irresponsible par- 
ties from making false affidavits in the 
courts against my house than I can stop 
‘“vellow journals’’ from publishing, in 
flaring headlines, absolute falsehoods con- 
cerning me personally—but I can punish 
them, and to this end I have instructed 
my counsel, Messrs. Black, Olcock, Gru- 
ber & Bonynege, to institute suit and crim- 
inal proceedings against every one con- 
cerned in this, the most uncalled for and 
outrageous conspiracy that has been con- 
cocted in Wall street since the days of 
Gould and Fisk. 

I have taken my medicine in silence and 
fought these cases not for the amount 
concerned, which was a mere pittance 
but for the principle involved. It is 
most deplorable fact that men of high 
standing in the business world can at 


any time be hauled into court to stand 
trial upon the false affidavits of irre- 
sponsible people. I have fought my way 
to the front in Wall street through 
the strictest of business principles and I 
still have a fortune for a defense, but not 
one dollar for tribute. 

My reputation and conduct in  busi- 
ness throughout my entire life I consider 
beyond impeachment, and I shall fight 
every effort to extort money from my firm 
and will accept the unpleasant notoriety 
it imvolves in the belief that I am doing 
my full duty. Yours very truly,

Wa party of thinking women it wad 

reasonably suggested recently that 
women who are now successful work- 
ers in organized effort should begin to 
economize time, and understand that one 
of tne mistakes they have made and do 
make is that of too many meetings. It 
was estimated by one of | the women dis- 
cussing the subject that the average 
woman's organization.might ecunomize to 
the greatest extent the time and energies 
of members if there were fewer meetings 
ang more systematic business carried on 
at these meetings. This would not neces- 
sarily eliminate the social side of the or- 
ganization, but on the contrary, give more 
time for it. How to economize time is 4a 
knowledge that the smartest women with 
all their progress have not mastered, and, 
although the business women subject to 
surveillanee,and not working independent- 
ly, are forced into regular methods of 
working and living, the average woman, 
wl» is her own mistress, or who works 
independently, does not know the value 
of time, nor does she, as a rule, respect 
its appreciation by other people. 

This failing on the part of woman 
demonstrates itself not alone in the con- 
duct of her meetings, but in her every 
relation of life. 

For instance, a woman may hafve oc- 
casion to see her lawyer on business. She 
goes to his office for that purpose, but 
before discussing the business she will, if 
she knows him at all well, talk about 
everything she can think of before lead- 
ing up to the‘real object of her visit. He 
must be polite and appear to be interest- 
ed, and yet all the time that the social 
chit-chat is going on there may ‘be 
dozens of clients waiting on the outside, 
who, impatient, may even decide to 
transact their business through another 
attorney. 

Her business may be one that will prob- 
ably in the end pay her attorney nothing, 
and yet she has caused him to“lose some 
very business-like client. But this is but 
one example of the carelessness the 
average woman practices in regard to 
time. Watch her orn the electric car! 
There will be a half-dozen men who are 


counting: the minutes when they are to 


get to town to keep an important busi- 
‘Mess engagement. The car is stopped for 
a womf&n to get off. She arises leisurely, 
and starts "off,$woen shé *kees a friend in 
the rear. She stops to have a word of;so 
with him; the conductor pulls the bell: 
she fairly glares at him, and finishes 
what she has to say to her friend. If by 
any accident. the car should - suddenly 
move or jerk while she: stopped to talk 
to this friend, and she were to fall or be 
injured in any way, the company would 
be sued, and there would be a great dea) 
of trouble on hand. 

Again, half the trouble of late entertain- 
ments and the ridiculous hours now ob- 
served in: the evening functions making 
up sociak life are due to the fact that wo- 
men are regardless of time. ‘The average 
society woman who rests as long as she 
pleases in the morning does not realize 
that the men upon whose escort and ad- 
miration she depends for her pleasure 
are vietims of the demoralizing hours that 
her ladfship observes. 

To go. toa batl before 11 o'clock she ac- 
cepts as a “‘petit chagrin.’’ It would not 
be the thing to. go sooner. That may be 
gcod philosophy for her in her utter dis- 
regard of time, but just think “of the 
man who, going to thé ball at 11, stays 
till 2 or 3, and then has to arise at 6 or 7 
o’clock in the morning. 

In. what condition are they for a hard 
day’s work? And yet madame or mad- 
amoiselle dozes quietly on in the morn- 
ing and rejoices selfishly that she has 
plenty of time. 

It is even suggested that the restless- 
ness of thought and action and conversa- 
tion charged to the average woman of 
the day is largely due to this very fault— 
her carelessness of the value of time. 
She wastes time and then in her “rush” 
to make up too late for what she realizes 
is ‘lost time,’’ brings the hectic flush to 
her cheek, the too bright luster to her 
eyes and the hurried, irregular walk with 
which she bursts in upon an assembly 
a half hour late. To cope equally: and 
justly with man in the business world, 
she must acquire a better appreciation of 
time. 

‘Such an appreciation will modify everv 
phase of her life and make of woman 


‘a far more restful, reposeful and normal 
being than she too often is today.

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THE PASSING THRONG | 
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A gentleman standing in the Kimball 
last night allowed the newspaper which 
he was reading to get too close to Dick 
Murphey’s cigar Nghter and was conse- 
quently the source of a good deal of mer- 
riment to the bystanders. At first he was 
fat a loss as to the cause of the smoks 
which was enveloping him, When he 
saw that his paper was on fire he at once 
clasped it to his heart, but soon con- 
cluded that it would be better to allow 
the paper to burn up than to catch fire 
himself. Finally he threw the burning 
paper to the floor and had no trouble in 
extingpishing the flames with his feet and 
with those of a half dozen volunteer fire- 
men who rushed to io his aid. 


“Speaking of Sam n Small’ s letter in last 
Sunday’s Constitution,” said Henry A. 
Alexander, the Atlanta lawyer, “in which 
he explains the method by which the 
North American Trust Company proposes 
to compel the state of Georgia to pay its 
so-called repudiated bonds, it may be re- 
marked that the method suggested, while 
interesting, is neither new nor has it the 
slightest probability of success. In Sact, 
it has been tried before, and met a crush- 
ing defeat at the hands of the supreme 
court of the United States. 

“The gist of the plan, in brief, is for the 
holder of the bonds to transfer them io 
the state of his swesidence, which will un- 
dertake to enforce them in the federal 
courts, on the theory that while the sov- 
ereignty of a. state ordinarily exempts it 
from suit, the constitution of the United 
States makes it amenable to suit at the 
instance of another state. 

“This was attempted years ago by New 
Hampshire and New York. They under- 
took to enforce the collection of certain 
bonds of the state of Louisiana, acting on 

this very idea 

“In its opinion published in the 108th 
yolume of United States reports, the court 
said: ‘One state’ cannot create a con- 
troversy with anotfhier state, within the 
meaning of that term as used in the ju- 
dicial clauses of the constitution, by as- 
suming the prosecution of debts, owing 
by the other state to its citizens. Such 
being the case, wé-are satisfied that we 
are prohibited, both by the letter and the 
spirit of the constitution, from entertain- 
ine these suits, and the bill in each case 
is dismissed.’ 

“There is no conceivable plan by which 
the payment of these bonds can be en- 
forced by law.” 


Judging from reeent official descriptions 
it would seem that our recently acquired 
possessions in the Philippines include 
lands flowing with milk and honey. The 
division of insular affairs of the war de- 
partment has issued an interesting de- 
scription concerning the province of Rizal, 
which is a consolidation of the former 
Spanish province of Manila, exclusive of 
the city of that name and the District 
of Morong. 

In area it is 1,026 square miles, or 656,640 
acres, being but 224 square miles less than 
the area of the state of Rhode Island. The 
greater portion of the province is allu- 
vial and extremely fertile. The Pasig 
river, which flows across it, is the outlet 
into Manila bay of the large inland lake 
known as Laguna de Bav. This stream, 
but 18 miles in length, varies in width 
from 330 to upward of .6,000 feet, and has 
a depth of 7% to 21% feet, which makes 
it an important thoroughfare for the ex- 
tensive trade which is carried on between 
Manila and the interior. 

The province has thirty-four towns and 
thirty-eight villages, the towns ranging 
in population from 2,400 to 20,000. The to- 
is 246,940, nearly all of 
whom are Tagalogs. In this mountain 
chain of San Mateo a few Negritos are 
found. The language of the province is 
Tagalog, but more Spanish is spoken than 
in any of the other provinces, The capi- 
tal, Pasig, is a telegraph and military 
station about 1 mile off the river of that 
Name, It is well bullt and has about 20,- 
9) inhabitants. Malabon, one of the im- 
portant towns, is connected with Manila 
by steam tramway. It has a large sugar 
refinery and valuable fisheries. Population 
20,000. At Mariquina, a telegraph and mil- 
itary station on the main road, 8 miles 
northeast of Pasig, is an iron spring 
known as Chorrillo and. celebrated for 
its curative qualities. Pateros on the 
Pasig river near the outlet of Laguna de 
Bay, is noted for its immense flocks of 
ducks, the eggs of which are highly es- 
teemed by the natives. Santa Ana, :n- 
other town near Manila, is celebrated for 
the costly laces manufactured by the 
women. 

The products are rice, sugar cane, corn 
and tobacco. The betel, a plant whose 
aromatic leaf forms the principal part 
of the buyo, is extensively grown. The 
buyo is the chewing gum of the east, 
being composed of the ereca nut, the be- 
tel leaf and a small quantity of lime, 
the whole being wrapped in the leaf. The 
effect is to color the saliva a deep red. 

In the mountains, especially on the 
island of Talim, are several varieties of 
excellent building stone, including gas- 
perated marble, also gold. In the forests 
are many valuable woods, including bam- 
boo, molave and rattan, 

Among the fruits are mangosteens, or. 
anges, lemons and bananas in great va- 
riety. 

The chief industries are the manufac- 
ture of lime, fush mats, clothing for the 
natives, wood cutting, fishing, sugar mak- 
ing and quarrying.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL

Governor Candler was discussing yes- 
terday an article which appeared in The 
Constitution relative to the counties of 
the state that receive more for schools 
and pensions than they pay into the state 
treasury from taxation. 

The governor is of the opinion that the 
pension laws should be so amended as to 
refer not to the counties, but to classes of 
pensioners. 3 

“The statement in this morning’s Con- 
stitution,’’ said Governor Candler, ‘‘in 
speaking of the amounts paid to counties 
for schools and pensions to the effect 
that ‘the showing of all the counties in 
the state will be presented (in a mes- 
sage to the legislature), but special stress 
will be placed on those counties that are 
a burden_of expense to the state,’ was an 
error. 

“TIT shall make no invidious comparisons. 
It is well Known that those counties 
which receive most money in pensions 
from the state treasury are. the white 
counties which furnished most soldiers 
to the confederacy, while those counties 
which draw little in pensions are the 
counties in which most of the population 
in 1861 were slaves, who were not subject 
to military duty, and hence these coun- 
ties furnished but few troops. 

“There ought to be amendments to the 
pension laws, but they ought to be 
amended with reference to classes of pen- 
sioners, not to counties.,’’ 


It was learned at the state treasury 
yesterday that of the $10,000 contingent 
fund, provided originally for the miscel- 
laneous expenses of state house officials, 
only $1,564 now remains. 

It will be remembered that the defici- 
ency in this fund and the exhaustion of it 
is attributed to the demands made upon 


it a expenses of rewards and for 
mivitary expeditions. 


The balance on hand, it is said, will not 
last until the general assembly meets. At 
this time it is hoped that an emergency 
appropriation will be made to eover the 
deficit. 


An order, signed by the governor, was 
issued yesterday from the executive de- 
partment cAlling for a special election for 
a’*representative in the lower house of tha 
general assembly from Oglethorpe county.

It is incumbent now upon the ordinary 
of Oglethorpe county to call this special 
election at the earliest possible date, the 
same, however, not to be held until twen- 
ty days’ notice has been given to the 
qualified voters of Oglethorpe. 


Sterling G. Turner, of the treasury de- 
partment, arrived in the city yesterday 
morning from a tour of examination of 
various banks throughout the state. Mr. 
Turner is now at work compiling a rec- 
ord of the result of his examinations pur- 
suant toa call made upon the state banks 
for a statement of their conditions at the 
close of business on September 5.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York September 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

‘‘I’niversal sorrow placed a calming hand 
on the rush and.turmoil of the market place. 
Everything that could be conveniently post- 
toned was put aside out of respect for the man 
whose life was devoted to developing the 
wonderful activity in all branches of trade and 
industry. 

‘Exchanges suspended operations for two 
days and the distribution of merchandise Was 
in many cases limited to immediate require- 
ments. 

“Mercantile payments continue prompt, but 
it was to be expected that bank exchanges 
would not show the customary heavy gains 
over previous years. At leading cities outside 
New York there was a gain of .8 per cent 
over 1900 and a loss of 7.0 from 1899. Yet 
prices were stronger and there are many indi- 
cations of great latent power that may be ex- 
pected to appear as normal conditions re- 
turn. 

“After two months of controversy at the 
steel mills a settlement has been reached, al- 
though the terms are not entirely satisfactory 
to the Amalgamated association, and there is 
much complaint among the men regarding the 
conduct of the strike. Managers are confident 
that the outcome means no further interruption 
to work for a long period, and there is hope 
of making up for much of the delay by 
operating overtime. In preparing for an ex- 
ceptionaly active year in 1902, some of the 
largest mills are ty double their capacity. Fic- 
titious prices disappear with the prospect of 
full production, but it will be some time be- 
fore immediate deliveries are made at list fig- 
ures. Mear-while the pig iron market revives 
at the assurance of heavy consumption and 
southera furnaces are already asking higher 
quotations. 

‘‘Forwardings of fall footwear to the west 
and south have about ceased with the advanc- 
ing season, but producers are still busily en- 
gaged turning out goods for jobbers at eastern 
cities. Quotations for shoes are unchanged, 
though there is a general advance of 2% to 
5c on boots. Abundance of work in prospect 
has made operators more anxious to secure 
material, and the leather market averages 
about half a cent higher. 

“In dry goods the feature of*the week was 
the phenomenal movement of mourning goods, 
which advanced in price as the availa sup- 


ply was reduced. Mills having stocks of 
crepe and bunting were able to dispose of 
everything on hand, and large shipments went 
west. Of standard staples the supply in first 
hands is light and supplementary orders ar- 
rived freely. Export buying of brown goods 
is not heavy and domestic orders only fair, 
but prices are firm and holders offer no con- 
cessions. Print cloths are steady at the re- 
cent advance to 3c and a strong undertone 
throughout all lines of cottons promises well 
for the future. 

‘Some strength was given the raw material 
by fears of frost and reports of heavy rains. 

“Woolen goods remain firm but quiet, while 
the wool market is hardened by the advances at 
the London auction sale. 

“Corn has met with another setback Af- 
ter passing through the vicissitudes of heat and 
drought, which curtailed the crop severely, 
notwithstanding an unusually large acreage, 
it was subjected to the other extreme of 
temperature. How much injury was done by 
frost cannot yet be determined, but it forced 
prices to an extremely high price Tuesday. It 
was not passible to retain all the advance, and 
there was evidence of much manipulation dur- 
ing the movement. One result of inflated quo- 
tations was further reduction in exports from 
the Atlantic coast to 290,80] bushels, against 
1,518,820 a year ago and 3,118,215 in 1899. 

‘Wheat is stronger with less speculative 
support and more actual cash demand. Ship- 
ments abroad continue heavy despite much in- 
terruption during the past week, amounting 
to 4,033,455 bushels, against 3,219,211 last 
year and 3,242,764 two years ago. 

‘‘Failures for the week numbered 157 1n the 
United States, against 21]! last year, and 26 
in Canada, against 33 last year.’’ 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, September 20.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

‘‘The sad events of the week have naturally 
been repressing features, even on days when 


the sense of national bereavement did not seek s 


expression in total or partial suspension of all 
but the absolutely necessary activities. The 
reduced figures of sales of products or securi- 
ties dealt in speculatively and the lessened 
volume of bank clearings were among the 
most prompt measures of the repression under 
which the business world has labored, but 
the course of prices of nearly all stocks and 
staples shows that repression and not depres- 
sion is the word to express the steadiness and 
confidente with which the commercial and 
financial world awaited and received the change 
in executives, though not in government, en- 
tailed by the jamentable occurrence of two 
weeks ago. 

‘Among the more favorable of the purely 
commercial or industrial features of the week 
have been the continuance of the good de- 
mand from jobdbers, the heavy shipments of 
goods with which to fill these demands, the 
better call for goods at retail induced by the 
arrival of cool, fall weather, and last, but 
not least, the settlement of the steel strike, 
which restores at least 50,000 men to their 
work. | 

‘‘The unfavorable features are few, the most 
notable being the advices of the arrival of 
heavy frosts in the corn belt, affecting, how- 
ever, only the latest planted product. 

‘‘Cotton alone of all tHe leading staples show- 
ed hesitation and irregularity . 

‘‘For the week business failures numbered 
158, as against .183 in this week a year ago. 
“Canadian failures number 23, as against 2] 
in this week a year ago.’’
